The exact sum which he received from the Rumanian 
government as compensation for’ the* equipment removed from his fac- 
tories in Bucharest was 3,200,000,000 lei of which 1,200,000,000 lei 
were handed over by Mhlsaca’ to’ the fhnde of the Communist party. Mai- 
axa has also received <[2,400,000 freely negotiable in ^urioh or the 
United States for tho machinery taken over by the Russians. This 
. caused a certain amount of 3caad&l in the council of ministers but 
it was pointed out by Lotar Hadaceonu, Socialist Minister of Labor, 
that it was in tho interests of national economy and that Kalaxa 
was going to buy new lathe equipmant. However, it is pointed out 
that the machinery did not even originally coat 02,400,000. ‘
